MISSION FID
Would Raise $6000 to Main-

tain Present Foreign Missions
and to Aid tow Ones

In furtherance of a movement
launched in Honolulu a year ago, the
aim of which was to secure each year
$6000 toward a general fund to be ex-

pended in establishing new and aid-

ing old missions abroad. Pr. Doremus
Scudder, pastor of Central Union
church, has, in a circular letter, made
